Reference D. W. Fridreich et al . in U.S. Patent 4,732,576 
disclose a motor fuel and fuel oil emulsions using an organic salt 
as an emulsifier. 

Reference E, J.W. Foresberg et al . in U.S. Patent 5,360,458 
disclose water-oil emulsions comprising water, oil, and a minor 
emulsifying amount of the reaction product of at least one 
saturated or unsaturated aliphatic monocarboxylic acid of about 12
